The application has been amended as follows: 
(i) In claim 32, in line 1 , replace claim number "25" to -29--. 

The amendment is for correcting the obvious typographic error in view those 
claims as originally filed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' Appeal Brief filed January 26, 2009 is noted. Upon further view of the 

disclosure of Hlatky (WO 01/81436), it is the examiner's position that, in Hlatky's 
catalyst composition, the ionic liquid is used as a solvent for the catalyst composition of 
metallocene/aluminoxane to provide a catalyst homogeneous solution while the ionic 
liquid of the instant claims is used as a reactant to react with the metallocene complex 
to provide a heterogeneous catalyst precipitate in an apolar solvent. Therefore, Hlatky 
does not teach or suggest the heterogeneous catalyst composition and the process for 
preparing such of the instant claims, and the rejections under 35 USC 103 of the record 
are now withdrawn. The instant claims are now in the condition for allowance.
